G.S.R. 852(E).—in exercise of the powers 
conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the 
Constitution, the President hereby makes the 
following rules further to amend the Indian Eco¬ 
nomic Service Rules, 1961, namely:— 

1. (i) These rules may be called the Indian 
Economic Service (Amendment) Rules, 1989. 

(ii) They shall be deemed to have come into 
force on 27th November, 1972. 

2, In the Indian Economic Service Rules, 1961 
forRule 13, the following rule shall be substituted, 
namely:— 

“13. Reservation for Scheduled Castes 
and Scheduled Tribes, etc.—Appointment to 
the Service shall be made subject to the orders 
relating to reservation for Scheduled Castes 
and Scheduled Tribes issued by the Central 
Government from time to time’’.

EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 

The Indian Economic Service was constituted 
on 1-11-61 and Indian Economic Service Rules, 
1961 were also notified on the same date. Rule 
13 of the said Rules provides for reservation for 
Scheduled jCastes and Scheduled Tribes being 
made except in respect of posts filled by promo¬ 
tion. This is because at that time in terms of 
Government’s policy, there was no requirement 
of providing reservation for Scheduled Castes/ 
Scheduled Tribes in vacancies filled by promotion. 
Rule 15 of the said Rules however provide them 
in respect of matters for which no provision is 
made in the Rules, the conditions of service will 
be the same as are applicable from time to time 
to officers of Central Services, Class I. Reserva¬ 
tions in vacancies filled by promotion for 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes was pres¬ 
cribed by the Department of Personnel, nodal 
authority for implementing the provisions oftbo 
Constitution regarding protection of backward 
sections of the society, in 1972. The instructions 
have been given effect to in the promotions from 
Gr. IV to Gr. Ill of Indian Economic Service 
made on non-selection basis since June, 1973. 
Before doing so, Rule 13 of the said Rules were 
notformally amended to specifically bring out that 
reservation will be applicable for vacancies filled 
by promotion also. The action taken by the 
Cadre authorities viz. the Department of Person¬ 
nel and Department of Economic Affairs was, 
however, in conformity with the accepted Govern¬ 
ment policy regarding reservation for Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes. This condition of 
service viz. reservation for Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes, was applicable to other 
central services, Class I referred to in Rule 15 
of the said Rules. It is seen that the absence of 
specific provisions in the Statutory Rules means 
that notwithstanding Government’s declared 
policy, there can be difficulties in implementing 
the provisions regarding reservations for Sche¬ 
duled Castes and Scheduled Tribes in vacancies 
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filled by promo tjpp and such netlofiTc&n be cod- 
tested in Courts of law. Since 1973 and upto 
the end of 198? prdrtiotions applying reservation 
orders have beCffihfade from Gr. TV?to Gr. HI 
in respect of Scheduled Castes/Scheduied 
Tribes officers apci ,the vacancies for which such 
officers were nat^ygilablo have betM[carried for¬ 
ward. Tire absence of a statutory cover wifi 
jeopardise not onlythe promotions made but also 
the carrying feyvyard oh the/resorved vacancies-!. 
This will result not only in non-implementation 
ofrthd Government's declared objectives-but also 
drdstifcally-affect the effective strength of officers* 
beldhging.'to these communities in Service. As 
the reservation policy.has in practice been applied; 
no officer belonging to the general category has 
in fact been appointed to vacancies to which 
Scheduled Castes/Scheduled Tribes officers should 
have been posted. Rcstrospective amendment 
of the. Rules will enable the Scheduled Castes/ 
Scheduled Tribes officers promoted to continue 
ter-enjoy the benefits of the promotion and also
